To-day, many of Shanghal’s old 
jlandmarks»are fast disappearing, 
being ‘suippersedea on all sides by 
modern structures of steel and con- 
crete. tt was not so long ago that 
the.

Chinese building having ints resting | 
histories, and which “at one time ; 
were {mportant landmarks, perhaps 
well remembered .by: many . old 
China hands, but ‘which now ar2j} 
almost drowned, in an oblivion | oT 
ever- progressing modernizat.on. 
Perhaps one of" the most -fascin- 
ating of these old landmarks, how-
